She was a glittering fig- 
ure in a white gown, with a 
diamond-and-emerald tiara in 
her chestnut hair. 


‘‘My husband and I thank you 
most sincerely for the touching 
welcome you have given us,” 
she said. Her voice, usually high- 
pitched and girlish, glowed with 
feeling.

They 
massed around Buckingham 
Fountain landing in Grant Park, 
where she stepped ashore. 

They stood for hours during 
the day. They were still waiting 
late last night to see her—es- 
corted by 40 Medinah Shriner 
troopers riding black horses—as 
she came and left the hotel 
where the banquet was held. 

The Queen’s tour, basically, is 
a public relations assignment. 
With her husband, Prince Philip, 
she has been traveling across 
Canada, appearing in small 
towns as well as the major 
citiés. Her appearance in Chi- 
cago was the only major visit 
to an American city, 

Neither Chicago nor the Queen 
ever saw anything that sur- 
passed yesterday’s celebration. 
Bands played, guns thundered, 
fireworks flamed in the sky, and 
through it all, the crowds roared 
wherever Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip went. 

“This has been an unforget- 
table day,’’ the Queen said. 

Her departure was one of the 
high spots.

Dunne Says tt Is Unfair to Put New 
Valuations on Books a District 
at a Time. 


Chairman Thomas C. Dunne | 
of the St. Louis County Council 
today called for rescinding reas- 
sessments of property in seven 
school districts until the’-entire 
county reassessment program is 
completed. 

Dunne, in a meeting of the 
Board of Equalization, asserted 
that the placing of new school 
district valuations on the books 
“as they are completed”’ has re- 
sulted in “inequities and dis- 
criminations” among county tax- 
payers. 

The reassessment program, 
which was ordered in 1955 by 
the State Tax Commission, is 
schedule for completion next 
year. 


The new valuations in the 
seven districts already assessed 
and put into efect are higher 
an . they previously were, 
Durine observed. There are 29 
school districts in St. Louis 


“I don’t know who ordered 
these reassessments put on the 
books one at a time, but the re- 
sult is 25 per cent of the people 
are paying more taxes and 75 
per cent of them not,”’ Dunne 
said.

Dunne, who is a member of 
the equalization board, said an 
investigation he made failed to 
show that each district reassess- 
ment was to be put in effect as 
it was completed. 

“I can assure you this was not 
the thinking of the County Coun- 
cil when agreements for the re- 
assessments were made with two 
appraising companies,” he said. 

Emphasizing his demand for 
removal of the new assessments 
from the books, Dunne cited a 
stction of the Missouri statutes 
which he said gives the equaliza- 
tion board power to rescind new 
assessments until an entire ap- 
praisal is completed.

Six 
other reassessments.were com- 
pleted and became effective this 
year, They are Riverview Gar- 
dens, Ferguson-Florissant (R-2), 
Berkeley, Jennings, Mehlville 
(R-9), and Valley Park. 

Many Complaints. 

Dunne said there have been a 
large number of complaints from 
taxpayers as a result of the new 
assessments in the seven dis- 
tricts. 

Mayor Walter L. Meyer of 
Bellefontaine Neighbors, which 
is in the Riverview Gardens dis- 
trict, said the taxpayers in his 
community were going to suffer 
from increased assessments on 
top of an increase in the tax 
rate. 

He urged the board to “recti- 
fy” the situation, as did Mayor 
John A. Thompson of Ferguson, 
who warned that the board 
should consider ‘whether any 
such action ‘might hurt the 
school districts. The school 
districts have until Aug. 10 to 
submit tax rates to the county 
clerk. 

Councilman Russell A. Grant- 
ham (Dem.), Fifth District, also 
appeared at the board meeting 
and expressed the same demands 
as Dunne.

TESTIFES HOFFA 
SOUGHT TO CU 
UNION PAY RISE 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (AP)— 
The Senate Rackets Committee 
heard testimony today that 
James R. Hoffa tried in 1964 to 
undercut wage increase demands 
of New York Teamsters officers. 

Joseph M. Adelizzi, managing 
director of the Empire State 
(New York) Highway Transpor- 
tation Association, testified that 
the New York Teamsters finally 
got a two-year contract calling 
for a 25 cents an hour pay boost 
for their members. 

He said this was after Hoffa~— 
now Teamsters Union president— 


‘| had offered to settle for an in- 


crease of 17 cents the first year 
_of the contract,’ plus 8 cents an 
hour more in the second year. 

Adelizzi said he considered 
Hoffa’s offer an attempt to un- 
dermine the collective bargain- 
ing efforts of New York Team- 
ster Local .807, headed by 
Thomas Hickey. He said he re- 
garded Tickey as an honest man. 
He said Hickey held out and won 
the 25 cents an hour raise agree- 
ment. 

Says Hoffa Was Blocked. 

Adelizzi said that Hoffa didn’t 
have any authority to make the 
lower offer, and that Hickey had 
blocked Hoffa’s efforts to get 
such authority. 

At the time Dave Beck headed 
the Teamsters Union as general 
president, with Hoffa as an in- 
ternational vice president whom 
many observers considered the 
real power behind beck. 

Committee Counsel Robert F, 
Kennedy asked Adelizzi whether 
it isn’t true that the real story 
of the 1954 negotiations was that 
the Transport Association, bar- 
gaining collectively for its mem- 
ber companies, feared that if it 
“took the bait” of a lower wage 
offer from Hoffa, it might open 
the way for ‘‘the underworld arid 
the mobs to come in and take 
over trucking in that (New 
York) area.” 

“That’s right,” Adelizzi replied. 

The committee has charged 
that on his way up to the union 
presidency he now holds Hoffa 
built his power by making al- 
liances with mobsters and rack- 
eteers, and doesn’t dare to 
break with them. Hoffa has 
called this nonsense and a 
smear.

The Government spent about 
14% billion dollars a week but| 
actually is in no danger of run-| 
ning out of money.

$307,000,000 by NASA and $353,820,000 by ARPA. 


This does not include the ex- 
penditures by the Air Force for 
the X-15 and Dynasoar, which 
also are space projects with 
~winged rocket-propelled and 
rocket-boosted vehicles. 


In discussing the future of 
ARPA's space projects, 
are those important to defense 
as distinguished from outer 
space, Director Roy W. Johnson 


told the House Appropriations 
Committee that his budget re- 
quest would be ‘about $600,000,000 
in 1961, $800,000,000 in 1962, and 
that in 1963 it would either sta- 
bilize or explode, requiring in- 
creases of one billion to two bil- 
lion dollars. 


Spending Estimates. 


An even greater upward trend 
can be expected from NASA, 
Since its projects in outer space 
are much more costly than those 
of ARPA, and initial financing 
is small compared to later re- 
quirements. If all the dreams 
of astronautic scientists are fi- 
nanced, the United States will 
be spending from four billion 
dollars to six billion dollars an- 
nually within five years, it is 
estimated. 

Out of these vast expenditures 
will come a whole series of 
practical uses, both military and 
commercial, of aero space up to 
22,300 miles above the earth, 
steps to put man-into space, a 
Start on landing on the moon 
and space probes to Venus and 
Mars. The research of both 
ARPA’ and NASA will improve 
the possibilities of defense 
against ballistic missiles, ballis-

tic missile warning and our own 
ballistic missiles. 


The United States has already 
had some major benefits from 
the ARPA, NASA and military 
programs in s>ace and ballistic 
missilé tests. One such break- 
through was the flight of the two 
monkeys, Able and Baker, into 
space and their return. 

It was Obvious everywhere in 
this writer’s tour of Europe that 
the United States had recovered 
the prestige lost when the So- 
viets put the first orbiting satel- 
lite into space. The fact that the 
United States publishes both its 
failures and successes has turned 
to our advantage. While the 
Soviets admit only to having 
fired three orbiting satellites, all 
successful, the United States has 
disclosed that it has made 21 
efforts to"put satellites into orbit. 
Only eight were successful. 

Europe has recovered its faith 
in United States primacy in in- 
dustrial technology and applied 
science. It is cynical about So- 
viet claims of nothing but suc- 
cess and no failures. If the 
United States has failures in its 
efforts, the Europeans know 
that the Soviets must have them 
also,

After smashing the 
feudal system and the archaic 
customs then prevailing, the cen- 
tral Soviet Government invested 
heavily in the development of 
the area’s public education and 
health, its agriculture and in- 
dustry. ; 

Today Stalingrad is a flourish- 
ing town of 200,000, and the re- 
public itself with 2,000,000 in- 
habitants, Dodokhudoev main- 
tains, is self-supporting, with an 
annual budget of $250,000,000. 

Cotton Economy, 


The Tadzhik economy is based 
largely on cotton and cotton fab- 
rics which it supplies to the rest 
of the Soviet Union. Low-yield 
short staple cotton which for- 
merly produced only a_ few 


thousand tons yearly has been 
replaced by long staple varieties 
with yields comparable to those 
of California which gave the re- 
public an income of $200,000,000 
last year. New dams and irriga- 
tion canals have provided almost 
1,000,000 acres of new cultivated 
land, Officials spoke warmly of 
the help they had received from 
three American engineers in 
planning their irrigation system. 

A textile mill in Stalinabad 
turns out 50,000,000 yards of fab- 
ric and expects to double its pro- 
duction by 1964. How profitable 
it is can be judged by the fact 
that one of its principal fabrics 


costs the factory about 20 cents 
a yard and retails for 70 cents. 

The builders of Tadzhikistan's 
economy have hag to cope with 
many obstacles. Scientists told 
me that large areas of irrigated 
land were useless until methods 
were devised to wash the salt 
out of the soil. The manager 
of the textile plant explained 
that he had had to train 3000 
unskilled laborers to operate his 
looms and spindles. 


Thirty years ago there was 
scarcely a doctor in all of Tad- 
shikistan. Today there is one 
for every 870 inhabitants and«a 
trained nurse for every 241. “I 
visited one of Stalinabad’s twé 
children’s hospitals and found it 
spotlessly clean and its staff ob- 
viously competent. 


Diseases Curbed. 


Malaria and trachoma w 
endemic in Tadzhikistan. “‘An 
one who had not had malaria 
hadn’t lived,” offe official told 
me. But today, he added, thanks 
to swamp drainage and wide use 
of insecticides, doctors say there 
are not enough malaria cases for

Choice for Next Tyesday 


The choice open to St. Louisans in next 
Tuesday’s earnings tax election is not be- 
tween the earnings tax and no tax at all, as 
the phraseology of the ballot might lead some 
people to think. 

It is between a higher earnings tax on the 
one hand and a package of three other taxes 
on the other. | 

One way or the other, the city must raise 
$4,500,000 to maintain municipal services this 
year. The question for the voters is one of 
methods. The alternative tax program has al- 
ready been enacted. It involves a 7-cent in- 
crease in thé levy on property, a new $8 an- 
nual fee per household for rubbish collection, 
a 75-cent jump in the manufacturers’ sales 
levy and a %-cent rise in the gasoline tax. 

If the higher earnings tax is approved, the 
alternative tax program automatically will be 
repealed. If the earnings tax is defeated, then 
the alternative program goes into effect. .. 


In our judgment there is no question that 
the earnings tax increase represents the su- 
perior alternative. Non-residents who work 
in the city would pay upwards of one dollar 
in every three produced by this tax—that is, 
about $1,500,000 of the $4,500,000 the city 
needs to operate this year. This means that 
city taxpayers will not have to carry the whole 
burden alone, as they would if the earnings 
tax proposal is defeated and the alternative 
program becomes effective. 

The earnings tax also provides a way to 
improve the fairness and, equity of the mu- 
nicipal revenge system. If it is approved the 
city will be in position next April (when the 
new fiscal year begins) to reduce some of the 
present taxes that St. Louisans are carrying 
all alone. 

No such hope can be held out if the earn- 
nings tax is defeated. In the long run, the 
alternative program may force existing taxes 
even higher, for it will tend to drive tax-pay- 
ing businesses and even householders out of 
the city. 

The earnings tax increase is being pre- 
sented by some of its opponents (mostly coun- 
ty residents) as a monstrous burden on St. 
Louisans, far heavier than would be the bur- 
den of the alternative taxes. We trust that 
all voters understand just how much tax they 
will be authorizing if they vote Yes on next 
Tuesday's proposition. 

A wage-earner who earns $75 a week will 
be authorizing a new tax of about 38 cents a 
week. One whose salary is $125 a week will 
be voting to add a tax pf 63 cents a week; at 
$150 a week, he will be taxing himself 75 
cents a week. Is this really such a high price 
to pay for a more adequate, a fairer and more 
broadly based support of vital public services? 

The earnings tax provides an opportunity 


for St. Louisans fairly to get some tax help 
from non-residents whose demands on city | 


services make them cost more than they 
would if confined to St. Louisans alone. What 
is wrong with that? 


Helping the Ill-Housed 


In this age of nuclear physics and elec- 


tronic marvels too complex for the average 


man to understand, it is a pleasure to come 
upon a modern device of social and economic 
significance that is, at the same time, as 
comprehensible as a moldboard plow, This 
one is a metal press costing about $150 which 
makes it possible for two persons working 
together to produce enough building blocks 
in five to eight days to’ build a three-rodm 
house, using as materials the local soil, water 
and a small amount of lime or cement. 

What a tool of this type can mean in the 
underdeveloped and poverty-stricken areas of 
the world can best be appreciated, perhaps, 
by those who have seen at firsthand the 
urgent need for shelter. The press was devel- 
oped by the Pan American Union and already 
is in use in Mexico, Colombia, Ceylon, Panama 
and other countries. The several private and 
public organizations promoting the wide dis- 
tribution of the machine are to be congratu- 
lated for tackling a truljahasic problem of 
the underdeveloped areas, 


Growing Crisis in Indonesia 

Long locked in political strife and hard 
pressed by economic ills, the struggling young 
Republic of Indonesia now has been forced 
into the hands of the Army. The cabinet has 
resigned. The parliament has been dissolved 
by President Sukarno, who appears to be re- 
maining in office as the figurehead for the 
Army. 

Lt. Gen. Abdul Haris Nasution, the Army 
chief of staff, is the man who holds the reins. 
Here are strange bedfellows indeed. The 
200,000-man Army, largest in Southeast Asia, 
has always been strongly anti-Communist. Su- 
karno, who holds an engineer’s degree but is 
described as having the soul of a poet, has in 
recent years shown a growing admiration for 
the regimes of the several Communist nations. 

This affable man, who just last week re- 
turned from a European tour that included 
Moscow, now says he will put into full effect 
the “guided democracy” of which he has so 
often spoken. Under. this plan there will be 
a cabinet and a “people’s congress” with ad- 
visory powers only. With Sukarno the figure- 
head and Gen, Nasution.in control, what sort 
of “guidance” will the republic receive? 

Re-enactment of the 1945 constitution, which 
was proclaimed after independence had been 
won from the Dutch, leaves Sukarno with no 
restrictions on his powers save those of the 
Army. Gen, Nasution explains that it was 
necessary to return to‘the 1945 constitution in 
order “to obtain political stability, partieular- 
ly in the executive field.” He also is uphold- 
ing the bar against political activity. 

Stability is badly needed in Indonesia, But 
what is the cost of stability likely to be? The 
republic has been in a seemingly perpetual 
state of crisis. The bloody revolt that began 
in December, 1956, and dwindled to sporadic 
fighting by March, 1958, is kept going by die- 
hard units on some of the 3000 islands. Huge 
deficit spending, declining production and in- 
flation have wrecked the economy. A well- 
disciplined Communist party has been steadi- 
ly growing more powerful, So has the Army, 

These islands are of great importance 

to the United States. They constitute the 
crucial bridge that links the Philippines, Ma- 
laya, Singapore and Australia, They are rich 
in oil, rubber, my tin, tea, spices and’ min- 
eral resources, 
did when the young republic took its first 
tottering steps in 1945. But if there is not 
a guidance which has the welfare of the peo- 
ple at heart, Indonesia may be facing its 
worst days.

The present leadership defends its tactics 
by saying that these have won Democratic 
congressional majorities in 1954, 1956 and 
1958. But will they win a presidential elec- 
tion? Chairman Butler is speaking for the 
forces, within the party which would appeal 
to a national electorate with a bold and posi- 
tive program, and he is quite right in arguing 
that a pale ‘me-tooism” in Congress will not 
carry much appeal to that electorate. 

In the end the dispute will be resolved by 
the party’s 1960 presidential nominee, who 
under our party system is the only voice of 
a national constituency. Meanwhile we hope 
Mr. Butler sticks to his guns. An intra-party 
dispute over policy does not weaken a party 


as much as does the effort to suppress such.

New United Church of Christ 


Examines ‘Statement of Faith’ 


© New York Times News Service 

OBERLIN, O., July 7—A twen- 
tieth century “statement of 
faith,”’ ‘written in contemporary, 
language yet affirming basic 
Christian convictions, was for- 
mally presented here yesterday 
to the new United Church of 
Christ. 


The document, along with a 
draft constitution, will be ex- 
amined for the next two days by 
700 delegates representing the 
Congregational Christian 
churches and the Evangelical 
and Reformed church. 


Two years ago the general 
council of the Congregational 
bodies and the Evangelical and 
Reformed group merged to form 
the new United Church. The ses- 


.sions here on the Oberlin Col- 


lege campus will be devoted for 
the most part to. debate on the 
statement of faith and the con- 
stitution. 


The former may be approved, 
but it is considered unlikely that 
the constitution will be put to a 
vote at this meeting. Several 
important amendments already 
are being drafted by delegates. 

The statement of faith was 
prepared by a 30-member special 
commission equally representa- 
tive of both bodies.

Widespread Attention. 

Widespread Protestant atten- 
tion has centered on the meet- 
ing as possibly setting a pat- 
tern for further denominational 
unions. It is the first consolida- 
tion in this country of churches 
of such diverse traditions—the 
non-credal, locally independent 
Congregational Christian 
churches, and the credal, more 
centrally governed E. & R. 
church. 


The proposed new credo was 
described as expressing the 
“Christian faith in words of our 
times.”’ 


The committee that drafted it 
was headed by. the Rev. Dr. El- 
mer J. F. Arndt, a professor at 
Eden Seminary of the Evangeli- 
cal and Reformed Church, Web- 
ster Groves, Mo. He said the. 
statement was not intended as 
a “defense against heresy, but 
rather as an act of union.” 

Text of Statement. 

Here is the text of the state- 
ment of faith: 

‘‘We believe in God, the Eter- 
nal Spirit, Father of our Lord 


and death, and reconciled the 
world to Himself. 

“He bestows on us His holy 
spirit creating and renewing the 
church of Jesus Christ, binding 
in covenant faithful people of 
all ages, tongues and races. 

‘He calls us into His church 
to accept the cost and joy of dis- 
cipleship, to be His servants in 
the service of men, to proclaim 
the gospel to all the world and: 
résist the powers of evil, to share 
in Christ’s baptism and eat at 
His table, to join Him in His 
passion and victory. 

“‘He promises to all who trust 
Him forgiveness of sins and full- 
ness of grace, courage in the 
struggle for justice and peace, 
His presence in trial and rejoic- 
ing, and eternal life in His kihg- 
dom which has no end. 

“Blessing and _ honor, 
and power be unto Him!” 


The proposed constitution 
would vest control of national 
central representative body, the 
general synod, but would leave 
local churches autonomous. 

Local autonomy has been a 
chrished custom among Congre- 
gational Christians.

and related methods. 

Communications satellites in- 
volved an expenditure of $15,- 
000,000 in 1959 and will cost 
$40,000,000 in 1960. Project Score 
in December 1958 showed that 
it was possible to use a satellite 
for receiving and transmitting 
messages. 

The first communications satel- 
lites will use the courier-delayed 
repeater system. A satellite over 
Japan, for example, will receive 
a message and send when it is 
over the United States on com- 
mand from the ground, 

A large number of such satel- 
lites in orbit will be required all 
the time for continuous opera- 
tion. The system is to have a 
capacity equivalent to 20 contin- 
uously available 100-word-a-min- 
ute teletype channels available to 
ground stations around the 
world. 


Repeater Device. 


A later phase of the communi- 
cations satellite program is the 
active repeater capable of re- 
ceiving and re-transmitting mes- 
sages on an instantaneous basis 
from 6440- and 22,300-mile orbits. 
In the 22,300-mile orbit, the 


| satellites circle the earth once in 


24 hours, remaining over a desig- 
nated point on earth as the earth 
rotates. It is estimated that the 
cost of communications satel- 


lites, when the system is per- 


fected, will be less than laying 
trans-Atlantic cables of the same 
capacity. 

Navigation satellites will, by 
means of improved techniques, 
enable a ship, airplane or sub- 
marine to locate instantly its ex- 
act position within four-tenths of 


| a mile, This is highly important 


to submarines launching Polaris 
missiles or aircraft launching 
ballistic missiles, since it is es- 
sential for either to know the 


point of launch in order to hit. 


a target. 

Project Midas is a very early 
warning system to report the 
launching of enemy ballistic mis- 
siles, The satellites will use in- 
fra-red techniques to report the 
launching and, if the system is 
successful, wil] double the warn- 
ing time over that now possible 
by radar of a ballistic missile 
attack. 


Discoverer Project, 


The Discoverer project -ig di- 
rected toward increasing the 
capabilities, reliability, effective- 
ness and useful life span of all 
military satellites. A large num- 
ber of varied: tests and experi- 
ments is involved.-The most re- 
cent was a successful test of 
stabilizing the attitude of the 
satellite so that it points the 
same way all the time and its in- 
strumentation, directed toward 
the earth, always points down- 
ward, 

The Soviet dog-carrying Sput- 
nik was not stabilized and tum- 
bled in its orbit, American 
scientists believe that this was 
the reason the dog died so soon 
while in orbit. 

The clustered engine booster, 
using eight 150,000-pound-thrust- 
engines, will make possible plac- 
ing large payloads into orbit. It 
will enable the United States to 
place 30,000 pounds in a 300-mile 
orbit or 6500 pounds in a 22,300- 
mile orbit.

Salt Substitutes 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: Is there a substitute for table salt 
in hot weather for a person on a sodium-restricted diet?-F.M,” 


Yes, there are numerous “‘salt substitutes’ on the market 
Which do not contain sodium yet give you the “salty” flavor 
you want, 

As I write this, I have a small salt shaker filled with one 

_ ofthese salt substitutes, and about a minute and a half ago 
_ E poured a bit of it into the palm of my hand, and tasted it 
; With my tongue, And I say that it is absolutely satisfactory 
. as a substitute. It looks like salt, pours like salt, and tastes 

so-nuch like it that I'm not sure I could tell it from real salt 

_ unless I happened to be concentrating on it. 

———-But my taste isn’t important. Yours is. So why don’t you 
try it and see for yourself? The particular substitute I have 
contains something like 1-50th of one per cent of sodium, or 
one part in 5000, which for all practical purposes is “sodium 
free.” Others ~ill be about the same. 


oo 


But since this is a hot-weather question, the real 

problem is something more than keeping your sodium 
- intake at an absolute minimum. 

It is the sodium, of course, in salt, which has an 
afifnity for water. That is, the sodium attracts and 
holds water. If you have too much sodium in your 
system (in certain disease conditions) it causes too 
much water to remain in your body. In perfect health, 
this problem does not make any difference. 


Anyway, the ordinary foods we al] eat contain a little 
natural salt (or sodium). In moderate weather, this amount 
is sufficient for your needs. After all, the goal in such cases 
is to stay on a low-sodium diet, not a no-sodium diet. The 
body definitely needs some traces of sodium under any con- 
ditions. 

Now in summer weather, we perspire more, and we lose 
sodium in perspiration, This has to be replaced. A man 
working in a foundry at 130 degrees may lose so much sodium 
that he needs to take salt tablets. 

“The person on a low-sodium diet obviously won't be en- 
gaged in any such strenuous activity, but he will need a little 
more sodium in hot weather than in winter, 


Therefore—while I think the “salt substitutes” 
are excellent—I know there are people who, being 
-’. very careful of their diets, require a little bit of real 
-.. Salt (or sodium from some other source) in really hot — 
weather. 


The amount in any event will be small. Since no two 
cases are alike, I can’t suggest any amount, but I do say that 


in-hot weather. So discuss with your doctor whether you 
should (or shouldn’t) add a very smal] amount of common 
table salt during the hot part of summer, ,

“How I wish I could remem- 
ber his name,” says Miss 
leBeau. with mixed malice and 
merriment. “I'd like to write 
him now and say, ‘See?’”’ 


Paris was only one stop in the 
career of Desiree leBeau, who 
studied her in several 
languages. The daughter of a 
Polish mother and a father who 
was a professional Austrian 
Army man, she was born in 
Teschen, her mother’s home, 
while her father was serving in 
Dalmatia. 

The family moved back and 
forth between Austria and Swe- 
den and she received hér edu- 
cation in both places, her am- 
bitions wavering between her 
two major interests, chemistry 
and music. Although mobile, her 
family stressed stability and 
this influenced her final choice, 

“Even as a child of 4, I had 
to dress myself and button my 
own dresses,” she says. ‘There 
was a strong conviction in my 
family that everybody had to be 
independent, I didn’t quite have 
the courage to gamble on a pro- 
fessional music career and 
didn’t want to teach, so I de- 
cided to study pharmacy.” 


Through a fluke error in 
choosing her chemistry labor- 
atory work at the University of 
Vienna, she accidentally enrolled 
in a course intended for chem- 
istry majors instead of the more 
simplified one for pharmacists.

Choice of Fields for. Dental Student

QUESTION: I am currently a 
freshman in a school of dentist- 
ry. My problem is whether I 
should enter private practice or 
go to graduate school. If I went 
to graduate school, I think I 
would be interested in the field 
of research and teaching. I am 
now working for one of the top 
dental scientists in the country. 


‘He says that if I start on my re- 
search now and take some grad- 
uate work in the summer, I may 
receive a Ph, D. with two addi- 
tional years. Is teaching usually 
a challenging and interesting job 
or does it often become routine 
and dull? Are researchers re- 
spected or are they considered 
to be off “on a tangent’’? What 
base salary could a Ph. D. and 
doctor of dentistry éxpect as a 
university professor? 


ANSWER: The fact that the 
dental scientist for whom you 
work and whom you seem to re- 
spect feels that you would be an 
asset to research would appear 
to me to deserve serious consid- 
eration. I think he is paying you 
a compliment. Don’t dismiss it 
lightly.

teaching, I can only tell you

New Law Gives Post Office Added Power to Prosecute Offenders — How Parents Can Help

A HIGH SCHOOL YOUTH in 
= Ohio fey last winter wrote 
or a m airplane ca 
which he had woh ae a 
a do-it-yourself magazine. 

He got his catalogue and a 
few weeks later received a “‘sex 
instruction” book and other por- 
nographic material. 

It was obvious that the youth, 
by writing for a legitimate cata- 
logue, was put on a mailing list. 
These lists are culled from 
among many of the nation’s 
mail-order houses, dealing in 
everything from stamps to scien- 
tific books. 

The muck merchant buys 
these lists and then. promptly 
opens the spigot to his barrel 
of smut and lets it flow out 
among the innocent. 

This is one of the methods 
used by the nation’s vast army 
of smut dealers to obtain cus- 
tomers for their billion-dollar-a- 
year racket. 

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Sunimerfield said these ruthless 
mail-order filth merchants “are 
violating the homes of the na- 
tion in defiance of the national 
government.. They are callously 
dumping into the hands of our 
children, through our mail boxes 
at home, unordered lewd ma- 
terial as well as samples solicit- 
ing the sale of even more ob- 
jectionable pictures, slides, 
films and related filth. 

“Unquestionably,” he added, 
“these large, defiant barons of 


obscenity are contributing to the — 


alarming increase in juvenile 
delinquency.” 


Postal inspectors report that 
dealers in pornography even get 
the names of members of school 
graduating classes. 

Millions of these circulars ad- 
vertising pornographic materials 
are mailed out each year. 

The Post Office estimates that 
the seller of filth can count on 
a 4 per cent return from his first 
mailing. With this cash-in-ad- 
vance business, hé can then 
pocket his profits and disappear 
or he can buy more pornog- 
raphic material from the king- 
pin and contaminate more 
youngsters, 

But the free-wheeling days of 


this corrupter of American youth 


may be rapidly coming to a 
close, 

Drastic legislation was passed 
by Congress last August that can 
drive this lurid traffic by mail 
out of business for good. 

The law armed the Post Office 
with powers to seek prosecution 
at the receiving end of pornog- 
raphy, not, as had been pre- 
viously the case, at the transmis- 
sion point. 

The new law gives the people 
of the community where the ob- 
scene material is received the 
right to evaluate it in accord- 
ance with their own standards of 
morality and decency., Previous- 
ly obscene mail could be inspect- 
ed only at the point of mailing. 

Now, parents in a small town 
indignant at pornography sent 
through the mails, cam®bring ac- 
tion against the sender in their 
own area rather than in the area 
-from which the smut was 
mailed. 

Postmaster Summerfield said: 
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If you. want to help stamp out smut, don't throw away the evidence—call or write your Post Office or police department. 


“We are convinced that this 
new legislation provides an ef- 
fective weapon for dealing with 


‘those dealers in filth who have 


heretofore operated with little 
interruption and with. compara- 
tive security from certain large 
cities>’’ 

The new law has been ap- 
plied in at least one case where 
the defendants, living in Califor- 
nia, were arrested on informa- 
tion filed by the United States 
attorney in Boise, Idaho. - 

Because of the new increased 
penalties, which provide for a 


.fine of.as much as $5000 or im- 


prisonment of five years for 
each conviction, the two offend- 
ers, a husband and wife, each 
were given a 10-year sentence 
and a fine. 

According to Summerfield, 
there appear to be two basic 
reasons for the increasing vol- 
ume of filth in the mails: 

First, the tremendous profits 
realized from a relatively small 
capital investment; second, the 
very broad definition of obscenity 
handed down by some courts, 
including those in certain metro- 
politan areas—notably Los Ange- 
les and New York, where most 
of the mail order business in 
obscenity and pornography origi- 
nates. 

The postmaster said: ‘These 
liberal- rulings have established, 
over a period of time, virtual 
sanctuaries in which dealers in 


obscenity have operated with 
impunity and in defiance of the 
Post Office Department's best 
efforts to bar their use of the 
mails or bring them to justice.” 

Because of the view taken by 
many judges in New York and 
Los Angeles, publishers of smut, 
when hauled into court, often 
get off with a monetary slap on 
the wrist. 

Dealers making as much. as 
$3000 a day have been fined $50 
and $100. 

A smut salesman, arrested 
many times over the years, had 
$11,000 worth of lewd material 
in stock when he was last hauled 
into court. He was fined $250, 
largest penalty he ever paid. 

One publisher, whose maga- 
zine showed close-ups of various 
parts of a woman’s anatomy, 
was brought into court. 

A New York State Assembly- 
man said that to the average 
person the magazine’s publisher 
could not have had any motive 
other than pornography in mind. 

Yet the publisher insisted it 
was an art magazine, and the 
judge freed him. 

Other than the judge, there is 
one other person who can play 
an all-important role in stopping 
the filth merchants—that is you. 
Postal inspectors point out that 
the biggest asset in their cam- 
paign against smut is an aroused 
and indignant public.

Salute to Viet Nam 


NEW YORK, July 7. 


JUST FIVE YEARS AGO, on July 7, President Ngo Dinh 
' Diem took office as chief of state of the interim government 
of South Viet Nam. Less than two years later he proclaimed 
South Viet Nam a republic and became its first president. 
Many people felt great pessimism following the Geneva 
agreements on Indochina. They felt it would be impossible 
for this part of Viet Nam to exist and survive the Communist 
inroads and internal squabbles which inevitably come in a 
newly formed government, Many felt that the president could 
never master this difficult situation and establish a stable 
government and show that an Asian country could resist both 
colonialism and Communism. 


Those of us who have been interested watched 
the press reports from that time on with some anxiety 
and great interest, and on this fifth anniversary it 
seems that we in this country should salute President 
Ngo for his leadership and for the progress made 
in the republic of Viet Nam. 


President Ngo showed great wisdom in handling the 
domestic situation. The attacks of war lords and of armed 
sects were systematically routed, and a stable atmosphere was 
created in which reconstruction could be undertaken. To com- 
plicate matters for this New Republic, almost a million refu- 
gees from Communist North Viet Nam poured in, but somehow 
they were resettled and attained productive citizenship. In 
October 1956, the constitution, which guaranteed basic free- 
doms to the people, was proclaimed. 


Viet Nam has grown in stature and in the respect of its 
' neighbors, In 1957 the Colombo plan held its annual conference 
in Saigon and in the spring of that same year the president 
of the republic of Viet Nam made a state visit to the United 
States at the invitation of President Eisenhower. 


It is tragic for countries to be divided as Viet Nam 
and Korea are, but free Viet Nam has shown that 
where people can enjoy higher standards of living and 
feel they are moving forward and achieving greater 
freedom and justice they will fight not to be held back 
but to be allowed to continue their march toward 
greater achievement. 


We in the United States can feel that in this country we 
have given aid wisely. But there should be a greater knowl- 


edge among our people of what is being achieved and a greater 
interest,

NOW AND THEN someone 
says to us: “What difference 
does it make whether I know 
anything about nature or not? 
I can enjoy flowers and birds 
without knowing their names, 
just as J enjoy a sunset without 
knowing all about the atomic 
structure of the sun, Who cares 
whether I call this yellow flower 
a daisy, a coneflower or Rud- 
beckia lacininata?”’ 

Nobody cares, of course. On 
the other hand, if you call the 
flower a daisy, we won’t know 
what you are talking about, be- 
cause it isn’t a daisy. We can 
even agree that if a shallow 
visual enjoyment of nature is 
the sole objective, too much 
scientific observation and spe- 
cialization might actually spoil 
the enjoyment. We would finally 


be in the boat of a lot of today’s * 


scientists, knowing more and- 
more about less and less. We 
can—and some scientists do— 
make so much of a sacred cow 
of the word “science” and of 
scientific nomenclature that the 
beauty of the thing we set out 
to enjoy is entirely lost. 


As always in such matters, 
however, there are two sides 
to the story. If you will think 
back over your experience, 
you will observe that people 
who know nothing about music 
and aren’t interested in learn- 
ing anything about it, rarely 
enjoy good music or any 
music at all above the level of 
the juke box. People who do 
not learn to read adequately 
—and college courses in re- 
medial reading indicate that 
many reach the college level 
without really learning to read 
— do not by my observation 
enjoy any reading much above 
the comic book or confession 
story level. 


Very much this same thing is 
true about our reaction ‘to the 
wonders of nature, or else our 
observation of people has gone 
far astray. We have a friend 
who has a beautiful wildflower 
garden. She has no degrees in 
botany and we are sure her in- 
terest is chiefly esthetic. She 
loves beauty, the contrasting 
and blending of colors, the chal- 
lenge of duplicating the environ- 
ment of her plants brought in 
from the wild so that they do 
well in the garden. But she also 
knows that the Dutchman’s 
breeches in her garden is Di- 
centra cucullaria, related to the 
domesticated bleeding heart 
which is Dicentra spectabilis. 

One day recently, as happens 
several times a year, we re 
ceived a letter from a young 
naturalist friend in Binghamton, 

Y. The word “young” is 
quite accurate, since Ronnie 
Hock is just 12. He writes his 
letters neatly on a typewriter 
and always tells us something 
interesting. Once it was about 
his after-school and holiday job 
in a Binghamton pet shop at 
a ‘per hour” rate far above

We will 
keep it and try to get the wing 
healed up. I spent a whole day 
catching flies for this bird until 
I found out that it liked peanut 
butter.”

that he ends up a biologist. His 
interest in nature is already 
broad and perhaps he can major 
in some such subject as eco- 
logy so that he won't have to 
be a scientist learning ‘more 
and more about less and less.” 
Meanwhile, you can be sure Ron- 
nie doesn’t mistake his indigo 
bunting or his yellow-bellied fly- 
catcher or the injured worm- 
eating warbler for sparrows or 
robins. And even if he turns out 
to be a doctor of medicine, 
which is his father’s profession, 
or a bank president or a ship- 
ping clerk, you cah be certain 
Ronnie will never be an illiterate 
in the field of nature. 


The truth is, one does not need 
a doctor’s degree to become a 
good or even a great naturalist. 
But neither can one become 
even a mediocre naturalist with 
any understanding whatever of 
the world around him, if he 
takes the attitude that he can 
“enjoy the flowers and birds just 
as much without knowing their 
names.” Like the people we have 
observed who neither know any- 
thing about music nor care for 
it—who have never learned to 
read intelligently and so do not 
read—who claim to like art with- 
out knowing anything about it 
yet never look at a painting with 


_understanding —thus with the 


people who feel it unnecessary to 
learn anything about nature. 
Muir and Burroughs, Audubon 
and Thoreau, and many a lesser 
but equally competent naturalist, 
never gained a degree. This does 
not mean they tried to accom- 
plish things in their respective 
fields of nature without becom- 
ing experts in these fields.
